2. Applicant's proposed amendment herein, changing limitations and the 
scope of claims, inserting new limitation into claime, present a new issue for search and 
consideration by the Examiner. Moreover, Applicant's proposed amendment is not seen 
to pleace the application in conditon for allowance. 

Therefore, the proposed amendment After Final will not be entered. 

Note that the propsoed amendment would overcome the rejection of Claims 44- 
52 made under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, for inserting new matter. 

5. The rejection of claims 44-52 made under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Katdare et al. (5,853,759, of record) for reasons of record stated in 
the Final Office Action dated April 30, 2004 is maintained.
